Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:30pm with 16 people present including 2 guests. 


Minutes for the July meeting were brought up for discussion. A motion to approve was made by Cliff 
(KOCA) and seconded by Mel (KCOHYY). The motion carried. 


The Treasurer’s Report was read by Larry (WB2UFO). Last month’s ending balance was 
$1,578.02; this month’s ending balance was $1, 569.17. The CD balance is $1,318.01, and Total 
Assets are $2,887.18. A motion to accept the Treasurer’s Report was made by Cliff (KOCA) and 
seconded by John (KCOMMO). The motion carried. 


Repeaters: 
Don reported that both repeaters seem to be operating with no problems. There have been no more 
reports of noise or interference on either machine. 


Unfinished Business: 


Reporting on Field Day, Don (KDOHYY) stated we had 14 operators, and turned it over to Cliff (KOCA) 
to give a summary of our final statistics. Cliff reported 2,214 total points, which was very close to last 
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year’s total. We had 440 contacts on CW worth 2 points each totaling 880 points. We also had 227 
phone contacts, and the GOTA station had 5 operators. The facility was outstanding and we hope we 
can use it again next year. Cliff and Don also mentioned Presiding Commissioner Lyndon Bode 
stopping by, and the recognition by Bev Darr with the Hannibal Courier Post. 

The club would like to give special thanks to Cliff (KOCA). Cliff was the only CW operator, and spent 
many hours making contacts and accumulating the majority of our points. Maybe next year, we'll have 
more CW operators. Thanks again Cliff! 


Don (KDOHHN) brought up the phone line extender that was donated by Jack Elmore. We still need a 
description written up to sell the unit. Don wants to take it to the Quincy Hamfest on August 91° if it 
doesn't sell before then. Ed (NOWNV) made a motion to ask $250.00 for the unit, and it was 
seconded by Larry (WB2UFO). The motion carried.

Don (KDOHHN) reminded everyone about the Quincy Hamfest coming up August 9*" at the usual 
place and time. 


Don also reminded the Monday Night Net Control Operators to be sure to use a current club roster, 
also if you are scheduled to be Net Control and can’t make it, be sure to let someone know ahead of 
time. 


Don (KDOHHN) mentioned an article in QST magazine about 2 meter simplex contests. A group in 
Benton County Oregon holds them on Saturdays for about 3 hours. Discussion followed about 
possibly trying it in our local Club and if it works out, inviting other clubs to participate. Don has a 
Power Point Presentation on 2 meter operations that he will bring to the next meeting. He has 
everything downloaded and saved so we can get started. The Twin Rivers Radio Club in Pike County, 
IL has a Simplex Net every Thursday night at 8:30pm on 146.465. It was suggested trying to hit that 
net to test our simplex capabilities. The importance of simplex operation was discussed in respect to 
emergency communications. 


Cliff (KOCA announced the W1AW/portable State leaderboard reported 29 contacts, and Larry 
(WB2UFO) probably had the lion’s share of them. Larry stated that 2 meter operations on W1AW/ 
portable probably provided people an opportunity that would not have been available for them 
otherwise. 


Cliff (KOCA) mentioned the ARRL has a House Bill 4969 before Congress to afford residents of 
private covenant areas the same protections as residents of municipalities. Also known as the 
Amateur Radio Parody Act of 2014, it requires zoning laws to provide reasonable accommodation for 
outdoor antennas. If anyone has access to their State Representative, please consider asking them 
to co-sponsor the bill. Contact Cliff (KOCA) if you have any questions or need help. Cliff made a 
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motion for the Club to send a letter to Rep. Sam Graves when the form letter is available on the ARRL 
website. The motion was seconded by Ed (NOWNV). The motion carried. 


Carol (WA9EFV) and Nancy (XYL) reminded the group about the Redneck Retreat Day coming up 
August 10 at their home “QTH”. Bring a covered dish, eat around noon.

DX NOTES.... 

For those of you who have had occasion to correspond with the DXCC Desk at ARRL Headquarters, the name 
of Bill Moore, NC1L, will be familiar. Bill is the DXCC Program Manager and as such is responsible for the 
overall operation of the DXCC program. If you have ever had cards checked at a major ARRL sanctioned 
convention such as Dayton, you probably have met Bill. Unfortunately, we received some sad news recently 
from ARRL HQ informing members that Bill was very seriously injured in an automobile accident early in July. 
He is currently in a rehab facility in Hartford and is expected to have a long recovery ahead of him. Bill’s neck 
was broken in the accident and he is paralyzed from the upper body down. Friends are encouraged to send 
notes or cards of friendship and encouragement to Bill at his home address which is 92 Reservoir Road, 
Newington, CT. 06111. 


If you are following the W1AW/x Centennial Award portable operations, (yea, | Know it isn’t a DX subject but a 


neat award to go after anyway) be aware, we are now well in the second half of the year and some states are 
now appearing on the air for the second and last time. If you missed some of the early state operations, now is 
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the time to review the operating schedule. You don’t want to miss a state and be ineligible for the award. Last 
week, South Carolina was the lone state active and it was the second time around for that state. There still are 
a couple of states yet to make their first appearance... check the schedule and work ‘em now. 


DX News...... 


5N, TANZANIA. Just a reminder that IW2NEF, will be active as 5H1NE from Zanzibar Island (AF-032) between 
July 22nd and August 6th. Activity will be holiday style on the HF bands using SSB only. QSL via IK2DUW. 


8Q, MALDIVES. Petter, LA2PIA will be active as 8Q7PS from South Male Atoll (AS-013) until July 29. Activity 
will be on 80 to 6 meters, mainly on 20, 17 and 15, using SSB. QSL via home call. 


9H, MALTA (Also, ZB2). VA3ITA will be active as 9H3TZ between July 21-23rd. He states, "A quick and fast 
DX-pedition to honor the memory of Tonino, IKOTZX, who recently passed away. A neighbor, a friend, an elmer 
who introduced me to ham radio almost 20 years ago!" Activity will be on 40-2 meters, but with a focus on 
20/15/6 meters. He will have a 6m beacon, 9H1SIX, in Malta on 50.023.5 MHz. His radio equipment is a Yaesu 
FT-857d with a custom made antenna made by LiriFalls antenna. After his Malta operation, Edmondo will once 
again go to Gibraltar and be active as ZB2/VA3ITA between July 25-28th. Activity will be the same. QSL via 
LoTW. Also, log will be uploaded to ClubLog. 


C2, NAURU ISLAND. JH1NBN, will once again be active as C21BN from Nauru between July 27th and 
August 16th. Activity will be on 80-6 meters SSB using simple antennas with 100 watts. QSL via his home 
callsign. 


CARIBBEAN TOUR. AIS5P, will activate two islands on a holiday style DXpedition during the months of August 
and September. His tentative schedule is: August 12-22nd - From Grenada; callsign J3/AI5P August 
23rd-September 1st - from Tobago; callsign 9Y4/AI5P Activity will be on 40-10 meters using mostly CW. 
Equipment is an Icom 706 with 100 watts into wire antennas. QSL via AI5P. 

HS50, THAILAND. Look for HSS5ORAST to be active until December 31, 2014, to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the Radio Amateur Society of Thailand (RAST). QSL via E21EIC and LoTW. 


J7, DOMINICA. Laurent, FM5BH will be active as J79BH until July 21. Activity will be holiday style, mostly on 
CW and SSB. QSL via home call. 


JW, SVALBARD. Knut, LB2LG, will be active as JW/LB2LG from Svalbard (EU-026) between July 21-25th. 
Activity will be on HF bands. QSL via his home callsign. 


PACIFIC TOUR. By the time you read this G4BUO will be in the Pacific and making his way to Vanuatu (YJ,). 
He is expected to be active between July 23-27th. Currently, his callsign is pending. His next stop will be the 
Kingdom of Tonga between July 29th and August 4th. His callsign will be A35UO. He does mention that "this is 
primarily a family holiday, but | will be on the air as and when time allows". Activity will be CW only using a 
FT-857 into a doublet or vertical for 40-10 meters. QSL via G4BUO. 


$7, SEYCHELLES. DL2SBY, will be active as S79KB from two islands in the Seychelles between October 
4-18th. Activity will be on 20-10 meters including 17/12 meters and possibly 30 meters using CW, SSB and 
RTTY. His equipment will be a FT900AT with an ACOM 1010 amp (600w) into a triple-leg antenna for 20-10m. 
He will upload the log onto ClubLog. The QSL cards will be printed as soon as possible. QSL via DL2SBY. 


T8, PALAU (Update/Callsign). Joe, OZ0J/5Q2T, will be active as T88VW from Palau Rental Shack on Koror 
Island between September 2-9th. Activity will be on all possible bands between 80-6 meters using CW, SSB 
and the Digital modes (RTTY or PSK). All QSOs will be uploaded to ClubLog once a day depending on the 
Internet connection. He requests to please use the OQRS on Clublog.org. QSL via OZOUJ. 
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VP2E, ANGUILLA. Frank, K3TRM will be active as VP2ERM from July 19 to August 3. Activity will be on the 
HF bands plus 6 meters, using CW, SSB and RTTY. Real-time logging will be available on ClubLog. QSL 
direct or bureau to his home call, OQRS (via ClubLog) and LoTW.
